WASHINGTON <*) — The Navy 
said to day it is ready to accept 
o ffers fro m states o r o ther no n- 
federal gro ups fo r the relic-like 
battleships, 
the 
Olympia 
and 
Orego n. 
The Olympia, flagship fo r Adm. 
Dewey in the 18 98 battle o f Manila 
Bay, is, like the Orego n, in what 
the Navy calls a 
“ deterio rated 
state.” She is 59 years o ld, and 
the estimate fo r putting her back 
into a “ safe and presentable co n­ 
ditio n” is $650,000, to be bo rne by 
any state, co mmunity o r qualified 
no n-pro fit o rganizatio n which gets 
her as a memo rial. 
No estimate was made by the 
Navy o f the co st o f resto ring the 
58 -year-o ld Orego n, which helped 
beat the Spanish fleet at Santiago 
harbo r in 18 98 and carried Ma­ 
rines to China in the Bo xer Re­ 
bellio n two years later. Only the 
hull, deck and bulkheads o f the 
Orego n are intact. 
The Olympia is no w at the Phil­ 
adelphia Navy Yard and the Ore­ 
go n in Guam, where she is used 
as a sto rage barge. 
Clo sing date fo r o ffers o n the 
ships is Jan. 23, 1955. If there are 
no takers, the ships will be so ld 
fo r scrap after parts o r equipment 
o f histo rical interest have been 
turned o ver to histo rical o r educa­ 
tio nal institutio ns.

WASHINGTON — When Eleanor Roose- 
v elt was in Washing ton recently an old 
friend remarked: “ She’s like French wine, 
she improv es with ag e.’’ 
Mrs. Roosev elt, who has just celebrated 
her 70 th birthday , was here to add to her 
numerous decorations Panama’s hig hest— 
the Grand Cross of Vasco Nunez Balboa. 
Ambassador Heurtematte, who made the 
presentation at a small party , praised the 
former first lady ’s “ cultural, intellectual 
and political achiev ements.” 
I still remember how breathlessly we 
newswomen tried to keep up with Mrs. 
Roosev elt during the 1 2 y ears she liv ed in 
the White House. Thoug h we found it dif­ 
ficult to keep pace with her athletic, long - 
striding prog ress we alway s accompanied 
her on her numerous trips in and around 
the capital. On one occasion when she was 
v isiting the g ov ernment-sponsored Green- 
belt, Md., housing project, which was then 
nearing completion, we were sty mied by a 
four-foot wooden fence surrounding the 
project. Alway s some y ards ahead of us, 
Mrs. Roosev elt approached the barricade 
with seeming indifference. She put her 
hands on the top plank and v aulted it. None 
of us was able to follow her ex ample. We 
scrambled ov er the best we could. 
Mrs. Roosev elt was the first and only lady 
to hold reg ular conferences with women 
members of the press. We’d g ather in the 
Green Room on the first floor of the Ex ecu­ 
tiv e Mansion until an usher escorted us up­ 
stairs to the Monroe Cabinet Room. Mrs. 
Roosev elt would answer a wide rang e of 
questions about topics rang ing from family 
and personal affairs to world problems. We 
alway s had much more than enoug h to 
write about when we left. 
The first time I saw Mrs. Roosev elt was 
at an Easter Monday eg g -rolling party on 
the White House lawn when she stood smil­ 
ing and obv iously enjoy ing herself in the 
midst of a milling mob of y oung sters. The 
last time I saw her in the White House was 
at a rather somber tea when she, subdued 
and dressed in mourning , but as friendly 
and g racious as she still is today , summo n­ 
ed us to bid us farewell as she prepared to 
leav e the mansion after her husband’s 
death.
